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PETITION FOR WITHDRAWAL OF A RECORDED TERMINAL DISCLAIMER 

I, Brad A. Armstrong the Inventor and Applicant in U.S. 
Patent Application 09/715,532, do hereby petition for and request 
that the Terminal Disclaimer submitted and entered Aug. 8, 2 001 
regarding the instant Application be withdrawn and revoked. 

The Aug. 8, 2001 Terminal Disclaimer was for disclaiming any 
portion of any patent granted on the instant Application which 
would extend beyond the expiration date of U.S. Patent 6,222,525, 
but the Terminal Disclaimer is not needed. The Terminal

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subject matter in an effort by Applicant to expedite the 
advancement of the instant Application toward issuance.

On page 7 of the Detailed 
Action, a copy of the page 7 attached hereto, the Examiner 
addresses the Terminal Disclaimer filed and entered on 8 August 
2 001 and states "After further reviewing the case, the examiner 
believes that a terminal disclaimer is not needed". 

A fee payment of $130.00 per 37 CFR 1.17(h) is attached. 

It appears that everything is in order to allow the 
requested withdrawal of the recorded Terminal Disclaimer so that 
the Patent to issue from the instant application issues without 
an associated terminal Disclaimer.

2. In the process of examining this case. The examiner noticed that a terminal disclaimer 
was filed and entered on 8 August 2001 for the original claimed subject matter. The applicant 
filed a pre-amendment B on 15 July 2002, amending the claimed subject matter so that the 
terminal disclaimer did not read on those claims. The applicant requested that the terminal 
disclaimer be removed. However, since the terminal disclaimer had already been entered, the 
applicant did not provide the correct procedure to have the terminal disclaimer removed. The 
applicant was notified by Patent Office and the examiner that if he wanted to have the terminal 
disclaimer removed he would have to file a petition. The applicant wanted to wait until after an 
action had been made to decide what he was going to do. After further reviewing the case, the 
examiner believes that a terminal disclaimer is not needed, since the claims do not read on any 
previous patented claimed subject matter.
